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Rev. Albert Barnes has been compelled, by the
imareasing infrmities of age, to tender to his
eongregation a resignation of the post which he
hae held for thiriy-seven years, has been re-
oeived with the deopest 1ogret by all who are
familiar with the goodnese of his heart, the trae
pobility of lis charavter, snd the great useful-
mess of his long and laborious career as a Chris-
tian minlster. He hue stood up maufully under
the weight of years, clinging to his chosen work
with & touohing fondness, and only retires from
the active labors of the pulpit, st the age of
sixty-nine, by the express command of hie phy-
glclane, During the pertod of his long pastoraie
over the First Presbylerian Chuareh of this clty,
be has accomplished go much for the bepedt of
bis fellow-men and the glory of his Master, that
we can pronounce no belter or more fitting
enlogy upon the labors of his well-spent life
than by presenting u brief sketoh of his carcer,
Albert Barnes wus born 1a the town of Rome,
New York, on the 1st of December, 1798, His
father pursued the calling of a tanner, aud in

this laborious occupution he was himpelf en-

gaged until he had atimioed the age ol seyen-

teen. A yenr lnter he eatered Hamilton Col-
lege, New York, and gradoated from that instl
tution with the class of 1820, at the age of
twenty-two, Convernine nis iuner Tite at this
period, he hus anid:—

“1 began life a skoptic in religion, and 1 early

fortified aud powoned my miua by resdiog all
the books to which | conld tind acce:s, that were
adapted to foster and sustain my native skepti-
ciem, Up to the age of niuetecn, though oute
wardly moral, and though, in the malin, respects
ful 1 my treatwent of religion, I had no belief
in the Bible as g revelation from God, nor was [
willing tobe convinced that it is such a revela-
tion, Circumstances which related rather 1o
the cholee of a profession than 1o sny question
about the truth of rellgion, led me to some re-
fiection on the generalsubjeot of the future and
to the course which 1 should purene in the
world. I should bave shrunk at that time
from its being understood that I read the Bible,
and I shonld equally have avoided any book
that wounld be understood by my associntes to
soggest Lhe thought that I was a scrious inquirer
in regard to my salvatioc, Among them, how-

ver, 1 was not ashawed (o be seen reading a

ok which was lu all oor hands—the ‘Bdin-
burgh Eneyclopmdia,’ then in the course of pub-
lication. One of the numbers of that work Lad
an article by Dr. Chalmers, entitied ‘Christi-
aunity,” 1 read it. The argoment to me was
iy It fixed my atteution.

Aéoesr Jater & religious revival-commeunced in
the Coliege, and Mr. Barnes was tirmly resolved
n maintiiniog the resolution expressed
ve, Butin this endeavor he was providen-
tially frostrated, in the lollowing manoer:—

Fg%‘%’rmmed the uhag:ge which had oc-
curred” in his mind, and leit me, His words
went to my heart: led me to reflect on my con-
ditlon, and were the means, under God, of that
great change which bas so materlally atfecied
all my plans in this hife, sud which I aaticipate
and hope will aflect my condition lorever,”

This chapsed the whole gorrent of his life,
and In November, 1620, lie commenced the study
ot theology al Princeton: wae licensed to preuch
in Aprllﬁ 24; and was ordaiued and installed
as pastor of the Presbyterian charch at Morris-
town, N. J., in Fobritary, 1820, Referriog to
the early portion of hie carcer, he has said:—*'1
began life with no wealih and with no patron-

¢ from powerful iriends, I was blessed with
:frl.uons and industrions parents, and entered
on my conrse with the advantaoge which was to
be derived from thelr counsels aud example.
was dependent on my own efforts, 1 claim no
special credit for this, or sympathy on account
o? i1, for this is the way in which most men
begin the world.” i :

e remained nll Mnrlr-.-iwwn for five ‘31-911-;.

nalizing the close of his pastorale, in the
:‘! ot 1830, by the delivery and pablication
of asermon on "“I'he Way of Salvation, ' which
&} once drow to him the attention of the whole
Presbylenan devominution. The Church was
juat entering upon that memorable stroggle
which nitimately rent it assunder, and this ser-
mon on “The W:a of Balvation” wae made the
basis for an ccclesiagtical persecution of its
anthor, which was conducted with great carn-
estoess for six years, uotil its oblect abratned o
complete triumph over all his adversarics.

He was called to the First Ohureh of thus city
in 1830, as the colleague of the Rev, Dr. J, P.
Wilson, with the hearty concurrence of the
Iatter, there being but one vote adverse to his
settlement in fitty-four which were cast upon
the question. Having signifed his accepiance,
the congregntion, according to the cuslom ol
the Church, ssked leave of the Presbytery of
Philadelphia to prosecute the call, The motion
to gmnt leave ralsed a stormy discussion, whichk
was prolonged through four duys, several promi-
nent members of Lhe Presbylery deelaring that
Mr. Barnes’ sermon on “The Way of Salvation”
contained fondamenial erross in dootrine, and
asserting their unwitlingness to vountenance
any ionovation by bis reception.  Leave (o
prosecute his call was tinally granted, by & vole
of 21 to 1%, it being understood thet, u8 soon as
Mr, Barnes was received inlo the Presbytery ho
should ve pluced wupon  trinl for  bereay;
and on the 18th of June, 1830, he pre-
sented his cerbiicare of dlsmissal and recom-
mendation from tue Presbytery of Kligaboth-
town., A fitree coposition was sgaln arrsyed
sgainst big reneplion; but i finelly prevalled by
& yote of thirty to siztecn. An attempt was
then madd to arrest e formal inswllation, by
the prescniution acainst him of charges of un-
spundness m doolrine; and in November, 1800,
bg express commuand of the Byonod, these
charges were heard by Lhe Presbyiery. but in a
manner which, accordlog 1o the n}aim of Mr.
Burnes and his friends, was ootirely unconsti-
tational., The matter was foully taken helore
the Gevernl Aisembly of 1821, which decided
that there was “a number of unguarded und
objectionable pussages” in Mr, Barues' eermon
but ordered the Preshytery to suspend further
preceediogs in the case, und recommended such
& diviaion of thut body as would promote peact
and harmony o the Charcl  This comproniss
waa sloutly opposel by the wdversaries off Mr.
Barnes, and the recommendation »i the Assom-
bly was not fully aud eatisluowrily earricd out
until the year 1536,

Mr, Barnes meauwhile cutered apon the dls
charge of his new pustoral dulies, with many
misgivings, by reason of s youth and juexpe-
rlence, In asermon on '’ Life sl Threescore,”
preached on the 28th of November, 1858, he
#hys:—

For mx months, the lime during
whioh he lived after [ became the pastor of the
churoh, he was my Iriend, my counscllor, my
advser, my cxample; he did all that could be
done by man to muke my minwicy here nseful
and lu.gﬁs."
But . Barnes' diffienities with those who
were opposed to his peeuliar doclrinal views
did not end with his snccessiul nstallation,
While the subject of 1bhis gketeh has been widely
and lavorably known ns an carnest and efficlent
pasior, and as u clear and impressive pulpit ora-
tor, bis fame throughoot this and other lands
| Lus been chiefly owing to hils able commenturies

on diffrvent portions of the Scriptures, lu nis
sermon on “Life at Three-soore,” he thus refers
to the origin and composition of these remarka-
bly successfl ‘Works: —

“My attention was first directed to the subject
by what seemed to me to be s want in Sabbath
Schouvls, the waut of aplain snd slmple com-
mentary on the Gospely, which eould be pat into
the hands ol teachors, and which would farnish
an eagy explanation of the meaning of the
sacred writers, [ bogan the work, and prepared
brief notes ¢n n portion of the Gospel of
Matthew, when 1 meidentally learoed that the
Rey, Junies W, Alexander, D, 1, was eagaged in
preparing o similnr work, Not deeming it de-
eirable that two books of the same kiand shonld
be prepared, 1 wro'e to him on the sab-
ject,  He replied that he had been em-
ployed by the American Sunday School Union
o prepare gurh w work; that he had made
about the same wmount of manuscript
preparation which I had done; that he regarded
tt as nundesirable that two works of the same

delicate, aud that he would gludly relinguish
the undertaking. He abandoned it as 1 have
always felt, with u generous spirit, I tinve pro-
secnted the work until a result has peen reached
which I by no means contemplated nt the out=et,
All my commentarics on the Sciiptures bhave

At the very beginning,’now more than thirty
years ago, I adopted & resolution to stop writing
on these notes when the clock struck ulne. This
resolotion 1 have invariably adhered to, not un-
frequently finshing my morning tusk in the
midst of & ?uraunph, and sometimes even in
the midst of a sentenge,”

In conscquence of the mrduons dutles thuos
voluntarily nssumed. in addition to the pressing
labors of hiz pastorate, and the fact that they
were accomplished mainly in the hours whickh
are devoled by other men to repose, Mr. Barnes
entailed great physical suffering upon himyels.

settlement in this city. The “Notes on the
Gospel of Mutihew” were issued in 1832, and in
1885 the volume on the Epistles to the Romans
wins completed and published. Some of the
doctrinal views expresied 1o the latter were re-
garded as especially objectionable by those who
had previously been alarmed dat the spread of
imnovations in the Church. The veperable br,
Junkin, at thut time President of Latayette Col-

institution, became the accuser of Mr, Barnes,
sithough he was at the time a member of
unotber Presbylery, and not even conLected
with the same Synod. Dr. Junkin made formal
charges against Mr, Barpes, in which he
studiounsly avoided the use of the nb{*cttonable
word heresy, as ambiguous and ealculated to
prejudice bim in public opinton. Inthese acea-
sations Mr. Barnes wae charged wilh holding
that sin consiste io voluntary action; that Adam,
both befare and after the fall, was ignornot of
the fact that the consequences ol hissin‘would
extend beyond & natural death; that unregene-
rate men are enabled to keep the command-
ments und convert themsalves 10 God; and that
faith isan tot of the mind, and not & nrlnci;l!?—y.
and is itsell lmputed for righteousness. The
charges of Dr, Junkim also maintaived that the
anthor had denpied the covenant with Adam,
aud the imputation of Adam'™ sin to his pos
teritys that mankind are linble to punishment
by resson of Adam's tansgresaion: that Cheist
sullered the proper peusity of the Taw us the
vicarioua substitute of His people, and thas
legally tonk away their sins and purchased
pardon; the impuatation of Ghrist’s aotive right-
eouspesz; and thaf justideation was oiher
thnn simple pardon.

The Presbylery gave a patient hearing to tha
enses, which resulted In the justiication ot Mr,
Burnes, Toe Presbytery pronounced the evi-
donce swbmitied in suoport of the ehnrges to bo
mere ufeiences drawn from Mr, Barnes' lan-
goage,” which weie not legitimate, and whict,
oven i they were lesitimate, could not be used
o conviet ol heresy or dangerops error, fccord-
ing 10 n deotsion of the Assembly of 1524, Mr
Burnes was therefors winmphantly scguited ot
haviug promulgated “any dangerous errors or
lieresies, contrary 1o the word of God aud the
standards” of the Church.

This decislon wes unsutisfactory to Dr. Juu-
kin, and the Jutter appealed from the Preshy-
tery to the Bynod, The Presbytery refused o
glve up to the Syuold its record, of the trinl, and
Mr. Barpes put ina ples to the Jurisdiction of
the latter boady, decliving to stund his trial
before 1t, The Synod thercupon decided thpt
the Presbytery had acted dworderly fo this re-
fusal, sud mecited a ocpsure.  Dr. Junkin was
then given s full hearing before the syuod, and
e Mr, Barpes relosed to appesr and argqe nis
cause, he was convieted of hoMing fundumenial
ervors, and by ¢ vote of oune hundred and six-
teen 1o thirtj-one, & motlon 1o refer the whole
maiter 10 the Genern! Assembly having been
previously voled down, was “‘suspraded from
the exercise of all the functions proper 10 the
gospel mindsiry” upetil such time as he shounld
reiract his errors and “‘givesatisfuotory eyldence
of repentanon,”  Mr Barnes soquiesced iu the
kuspengion, ebandoninz his pulple for the time
belng, and gave notice of an appenl to the Gene-
ril Assembly,

Buch :clJmccullon and soch a triumph would
bave muade a hero of any man, and, althongh
th. events connecled wich them bave pn*!ed
from the memory ol muany then living, snd
tranepired before the day of s great portion of
the Pr«u‘nt generation, they coniribated In no
small measure to the tame which their central
object has achieved, For thirly years pust, Mr.
Barues’ life has been unsignalized by such
stormy scenes as murked his early career in this
city, but during all thaet time he has been o
faithiul and laborious pastor, below xd by il who
have enjoyed the rave privilege of sitting under
his teachings, and admired by.the world at large
who are familiar with bim onis through hiy

rinted words, We do not believe that there

as ever been in the Christian pulpit a man whese
life has displayed more true nobility, whose
labors bhave resalted in greater good to his
fellow-men, whose mfluence has been more
earnestly and effectually exerted on the side of
truth fu all its jorms and phases. For he has
not restricted his indomitable energles and his
varied scholarly acquirements to any onc field
ol labor; but has been found us zealous and as
effictent in the advocney of temperance, of jua-
tice Lo the oppressed, and of maintaining by the
slrong right arm of the nation ithose politicul
frmmples which were bequeathed to us by our
orcfathers, a« in the mere dlscharge of his
dutles as pustor of a single eburch. Now that
he bas been compelled to withdraw from the
activesphere of 1ife In which ke has o long beep
rominent, the thoughts of thoioands will fol-
